One of the reasons is the large sums of money which have been made 
available for the prosecution of such work by wealtity philanthropists, An- 
other is the discovery by commercial organizations that it pays them to | 
devote a percentage of their earnings to the conduct of research work to 
assist them in unearthing ways and means of improving their products and 
of reducing the costs of production to enable them to achieve a paramount 
place th their field or to achieve it. Another is the now well known fact) 
that almost every new discovery, or the search for it, opens the door for 
another one and often enough paves the way for several more. Thus, the | 
work is not only progressive but cumulative and in more than mathematical | 
ratio, something like rolling up a snoWball 

Still another reason is the fact that so frequently, a discovery in one} 
field of endeavor results in the perfection of new equipment which makes 
it possible to delve deeper into the mysteries of some other scientific realm | 
or some other school ef activity. 

And these do not exhaust the reasons. There are others referred to! 
recently by Mrs. O. Lazarus. Writing in a recent iseue of the Chistian 
Science Monitor an article dealing with developments in the 
natural science this author said: 

“Natural science arose partly out of man's desire to conquer 
and partly from his insatiable curiosity. From the earliest times man had | 
never been content to live by bread alone. It had that within it which im- 
pelled it to seek out the mysteries of the world around. It is this curiosit 
which has forced men to make instruments which have enabled him to 


arena of | 


nature | 


order to read from them the history of the earth and, those who have lived 
on it in ages past. In his eagerness he has even penetrated into the heart 
of matter and seen it dissolve into radiation.”’ 

The same writer sheds an interesting sidelight on the effect such work 
has on the minds of those who make new discoveries, when she says: | 
“Every time he (the research worker) has forced open the locked doors in 
the Palace of Knowledge, he has become humbler, less certain of his at- 
one-time unshakable faith in the ‘reality’ of those things which his hands 
could touch and his eyes see.”, . 

It is unfortunate that in Canada sufficient recompense is not always 
given to the men and women who are devoting a lifetime to unlocking the 
mysteries of science for the benefit of the country ag her people; at least, | 
that is too often the case with those who are prosecuting tyfir work un- 
der government aegis. As a result, more adequate remuneration sometimes | 
proves too tempting and they are luted away south of the international | 
boundary to the great loss of this country. 

When the benefits which accrue to the country as a result of the develop- 
ment of a rust resistant wheat-—to guote an illustration—are weighed in | 
the balance against the remuneration these trained experts receive it is not | 
surprising if better offers from elsewhere for their services are sometimes 
accepted

Back To Normal In 


Western Grain Belt 


Despite the severity of the winter, 
Manitoba has only received normal 


precipitation, according to figures, 
contained in statistics prepared by 
the Dominion meteorological office, | 
covering the period, Aug. 1 to Feb 
29 

The same source reveals that 
throughout the grain belt of the 
Canadian west moisture conditions 
are about back to normal. Alberta 


leads with a five per cent. average 
increase Manitoba is 
next with normal conditions and Sas-, 
katchewan is next with a deficiency) 
of one per cent. 

Northern areas of the three prov- 
inces fared best as far as rainfall) 
was concerned. 

Alberta's excess over the average. 
was mainly due to abundant mois- | 
ture in the north of the province 
from Manitoba district to the Peace 
River.’ This great area was the wet- 
test in the west with an increase of 
33 per cent .over the normal. Mod-| 
erate gains were registered in north- | 
ern and southeastern Saskatchewan 
and western Manitoba. On the other | 
hand distinct losses were shown in| 
southern Alberta and southwestern 
Saskatchewan. 

A notable feature of the distribu- 
tion of precipitation was the large) 
excess in October and November in| 
northern Alberta and northern Sas- 
katchewan, A large portion of. this 
was probably frozen into the ground! 
and is now available for the spring | 
crop. 

In southern Alberta and south- 
eastern Saskatchewan rainfall in 
October and November was above 
normal, while central Alberta and) 
southwestern Saskatchewan had 
nearly normal moisture, but moder- 
ate excesses in November.

Only 
seed potatoes which meet the stand- 
ard for Certification are eligible for 
sale as Certified Seed, and official 
tags are supplied for every pack-| 
age of such seed. Therefore, if the 
Government tag is not on the pack- 
age, the potatoes are table stock 
only and seed price should not be 
paid. There are two grades only of

1" and “Certified Small Sized 114-3 
ounces.” If the tags do not specify 
either of these grades, the potatoes| 
are not seed potatoes. 

There is definite need of field in- 
spections for seed potatoes as cer- 
tain virus diseases are not observ- 
able in the tubers and can only be 
identified in the growing plants. Ob- 
viously only low yields can be ex- 
pected from diseased plants. It is a 
big mistake to conclude that good) 
seed potatoes can be selected by | 
tuber appearance alone.

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A scheme to save historic private 
houses of England from extinction 
has been drawn up by the National 
Trust. Steps are being taken to. ob- 
tain government ‘aid. There is no 
schedule of historic country houses 
in this country, but estimates vary 
from 400 to 650. 

Lord Zetland, chairman of the 
executive committee of the National 
Trust, outlined the plan at a recep- 
tion in London. He said that mainly 
through high income tax, surtax and 
death duties historic country houses 
would perish and their contents be 
dispersed. 

They were prepared to form a new 
branch of the trust, composed in the 
main of the owners of approved 
country houses. Its functions would 
be: 

To compile a list of houses of 
particular historic or architectural 
interest. 

To arrange with the owners for a 
reasonable degree of access by the 
public on payment of a small charge. 

To make the houses known to the 
public. 

To create an endowment fund out 


of which help might be rendered for| ~~ 


maintenance of the building. 

To obtain in the interest of the 
preservation of a national heritage 
some relief from taxation which fel 
with peculiar severity upon property 
of that kind. 

It was obvious, Lord Zetland went 
on, that they would need the aid of 
the government and, while he had 
no authority to pledge the govern- 
ment in any way, he could say that 
those departments which were prim- 
arily concerned, were not unaware 
of their ambitions. 

The trust had already submitted 
the proposals to a number of owners 
of well-known country houses and 
they had agreed to appoint repre- 
sentatives to discuss the necessary 
steps. .

Preparing Seed Supply 
Suitable Varieties Should Be Selected 
And Thoroughly Cleaned 

Another springtime has come and 
another seeding season when farm- 
ers naturally become seed-minded. 

The first thought of a farmer 
should perhaps be given to an esti- 
mate of the quantity of seed likely 
to be required for the area to be 
seeded. In this connection sufficient 
seed should be provided so that the 
rate of seeding of grasses and clov- 
ers especially, be generous. The 
next consideration should be given 
to the quality of the seed to be used. 
This consists of the selection of suit- 
able varieties and seed of a high 


to remove weed seeds, inert material 
and light-bodied or undeveloped seed 
or kernels, Good seed should not 
only give a high percentage of 
germination, but should also possers 
the necessary reserve of plant food 
to sustain the seedlings against ad- 
verse conditions by being plump and 
well filled. 

Experimentalists and. plant breed- 
ers are emphasizing strongly the 


matter of adaptation of varieties to 


Efficient cleaning contributes in a 
large measure towards the good 
quality of seed. This may be accom- 
plished by using a properly equipped 
and operated hand fanning mill, If 
this is not available a central seed

| general Canadian conditions for the 


comparatively small grower, the 
latter system has proven most sat 
For a source of heat, the 
burning brooder stove ia by 
long odds the most popular, although 
fot brooding in the late spring and 
summer, oil or electricity has many 
advantages. 

The brooder stove is best used in 
a portable colony house which may 
be moved from time to time through- 
out the season to assure the chicks 
having fresh, uncontaminated ground 
over which to range. . Don't over- 
crowd. A 10x12 house will accom- 
modate 200 to 300 chicks nicely at 
the start. Be sure to supply suffici- 
ent heat at all times to ensure the 
comfort of the chicks. They should 
be kept as cool as may be for com- 
fort but should always have a 
source of heat where they may go 
to rest in a temperature of about 100 


coal 


| degrees. 


No thermometer is as good an in- 
dicator as the chicks themselves. 
Their actions will tell at once 
whether they are comfortable or not. 
When the chicks rest contentedly in 
a circle just outside the canopy of 
the stove, you may know that the 
temperature is right. If they are 
not warm enough they will quickly 
tell you by their discontented chirp- 
ing and their crowding to the 
source of heat. If too hot they will 
get as far from the stove as possible 
or go around with their beaks open 
panting for breath. 

It is better to err on the side of 
too much heat rather than too little 
particularly in the early season. 

When the chicks are first put in 
the brooder, use a fine mesh guard 
couple of feet 
from the edge. When they become 
used to the source of heat, the circle 
is enlarged «# ally: removed giv- 
ing them tne fa of the entire house. 
Ventilate ly but avoid draughts.

Method: Dissolve yeast in 1% cup 
of lukewarm water. In the remain- 
ing liquid (which should not be 
above 100 degrees F.) dissolve the 
sugar and salt, then add yeast.

Statistics Show Life Not Any More 
Perilous To-Day’ 

After glancing over the latest 
mortality statistics and re-reading 
that gruesomely pithy “And Sud- 
den Death” article, we most of us 
assume, without troubling to inquire 
very far, that this age is probably 
more notéd than any other for its 
high percentage of violent fatalities, 

Yet it is not only possible, but 
probable, that we have fallen into 
another popular error. Because of 
the rather tyrrifying “toll of the 
roads"-—-and foolhardy drivers—and 
because of the publicity now attend- 
ant upon such unfortunate occur- 
rences, we may perhaps be pardoned 
for junfping to conclusions, But that 
does not make the conclusions cor- 
rect. : 

By way of corroboration, the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
famed for finding out things by ex- 
amining facts and figures, offers a 
new suggestion. Some of its re- 
searchers took a glance back in his- 
tory and divulged the astonishing 
information that of 275 representa- 
tive Greeks and Romans, 136 came 
to violent ends, Adding another 125 
celebrities for whose death no causes 
were registered, the statisticians, in- 
tent on being fair about it, found

[YOUR GARDEN | 


Even with a very small space, 
there is a big advantage in having 
something of a more or less perma- 
nent character like perennial flot- 
ers. With these there is something 
to build the rest of the garden 
around. and there are lees likely to 
be long blank periods when there is 
no bloom available. After a few 
years general advice will not. be 
needed because the gardener will go 
on extending here and there, special- 
izing to some extent in favorites, 
just as the same persons will do in 
building up a private collection of 
books. 


’ Lack of variety is the chief fault 
of the Canadian vegetable garden 
Experts point out that there is no 
excuse for running out of lettuce 
early in the summer for example. 
when after the season for the leaf 
variety head lettuce could be grown 
and then during the hot weather the 
Cos type. For the “greens” enthusi- 
ast, a few plants of Swiss Chard will 
provide an abundance of meals. It is 
worth investigating as is also Broad 
Beans, which come along about mid- 
summer, and, later, Brocolli, a sort 
of refined cauliflower, Kohli Rabi, a 
refined turnip. Red cabbage and 
yellow tomatoes will lend interest to 
the regular types and provide “a 
slightly different flavour. In many 
laces egg plants and peppers can 
grown and will be appreciated. 
They must be started early indoors. 
The red type of the latter can be 
used as a pimiento filling for sand- 
wiches. In the melon family, will be 
muskmeions and watermelons, cer- 
tain varieties of which can be pro- 
duced in a surprisingly wide area of 
Canada. There is also the little in- 
dividual Acorn or Table Queen 
Squash, which is a big improvement 
over its rather watery ancestors. 
Leeks add variety to the onion fam- 
ily and tender white radish length- 
ens the seasons for this vegetable. In 
the regular linés the season can be 
greatly extended by using very early 
as well as very late types. In garden 
peas, for example, the time of ma- 
turity will vary from about 50 days 
to 75. Instead of planting only one 
variety it is advisable to include at 
least three.
